IN RE: HB3057 by Callegari (Relating to the acquisition of real property for public use. ), 
Committee Report 1st House, Substituted

No fiscal implication to the State is anticipated.

The bill would amend the Local Government Code regarding procedures a municipality must follow 
when identifying property as having the characteristics of blight and before exercising powers of 
eminent domain.

The bill would take effect immediately if it were to receive the required two-thirds vote in each house; 
otherwise, it would take effect September 1, 2007.

No significant fiscal implication to units of local government is anticipated.
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
